City Engineer Campbell r e p o r t s

the 
rain s 
had 
played 
havoc 
with some of the sewers in the city.

ported that on digging he had found 
the pipes in a disjointed condition 
and that a t the present time only e 
small passage was provided for tin 
sewerage w ater to seep through.
